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FAINTLY REASSURING 
It is apparent that Robert H. Jackson, the 
comical young Assistant Attorney General, and 
Secretary of Commerce Daniel Roper do not see 
eye-to-eye in the matter of the Government’s 
attitude toward business. In his circumstance 
here is basis for hope on the part of those busi­ 
ness interests who are fearful of what the highly- 
charged utterances of recent weeks portend. 
Mr. Jackson is said to be favored by President 
Roosevelt for the Democratic nomination for 
Governor of New York upon the expiration of 
Governor Lehman’s term. He is accordingly be­ 
ing given opportunities to capture public atten­ 
tion and is making the most of them. 
“ The monopolists,” he says, “ priced themselves 
into a slump.” In the steel industry, he contends, 
the price increases were two and three times the 
amount necessary to cover the* rise of labor costs 
and the higher prices of raw materials. He offers 
no proof however. He indicates that it is the 
purpose of the Government to strike vigorously 
at business, or at least at the monopolies re­ 
sponsible for the ascending scale of prices.
